Tho 
writer has seen the returns issued by one 
of tho commission packing companies 
who have stated through tho press that 
their returns have averaged $100 more 
per car than any other packer; and the 
returns which we saw netted the grower 
three-quarters ol a cent per pound for 
layers; 80 that, for, this showing, we 
think it is perfectly safe to eay that the 
average return of all of the raisin grow-

Our answer by wire was, "Hold the 
goods until the mark t improves." A 
letter haa been received (rom An agent 
iu which he states, "Your telegram of 
the 7th and favor of the 4th received 
and contents noted. 1 certainly will 
hold to your prices on 2-crown and 3- 
crown loose n.a instructed, but your 
price throws me entirely out of the mar- 
ket on them." Of course it is very 
hard for us to be thus kept oul of the 
market, simply because we refuse to 
meet tiie price made by the commission 
packer. We are reliably informed that 
within the last three weeks there wa* a 
Bale made in Chicago of goods packed 
by one of the large commission packers 
here, beine ten cara euch of 2-crowu and 
3-crowo loose, at an equivalent of 2>< 
cente and 3 cents i-er pound, delivered 
in Chicago, and that within twenty-four 
hours after the raisin a had changed 
hands 500 boxes of the 3-crown were 
eold aa 4-crowii at 4 cents, the change 
being made elm ply b' 
crown on them. Thii 
some idea of the quality of th» goods 
which were sold at the extremely low 
price of 3 cents delivered. 


The cost of incorporation and of put- 


ting up the necessary packing house in 
the colon iea should not exceed $6000, 
and a yreat deal of this could be got on 
time, the balance being carried on a 
mortgage and paid off aa Boon aa pos- 
sible. 
We believe there ia more 


chance of uniting the different co-oper- 
ative companies under one selling head 
than there ever can beof uniting the dif- 
ferent packers. 


If all the raisins handled last year 


bad been handled by tiie cooperative 
companies instead of by commission 
packers, aud for the flake of argument 
we will «ay that if the same "wild-cat" 
method of getting rid of the goods had 
been ueed by the co-operative com- 
panies, namely, that of dumping the 
gooda on the market when tho market 
had nil the lOOda it would stand, there 
would still have been a saving to the 
Krowera of tliia valley of over $200,000; 
Uticauew taking the eaving of the Pro- 
ducer's Kaiein Packing Company aa a 
basis, tie caving by them being the dif- 
ference between the regular packing 
charitea of the comtmeeicm packers and 
tiie iiclual cost of packing, with.which 
we included a 10 per cent depreciation 
in the value of the plant, equaled $& 
per ton, or a quarter of a cen t per pou nd.

association had acted in good faith, it 
would have been a pronounced BUCCCBB. 
It ia to be hoped that the growers, in 


making their now ycar'a resolutions, 
will como to the conclusion that it is 
cheaper to ornanize co-operative compa- 
nies und pack their own rai&ins and aave 
the profits now made by thi commission 
packer, besides retaining control of their 
goods until sold.

H was 
ascertained from one of the men em- 
ployed by tlio Fresno Oanal and Irriga- 
tion Corn puny to watch the ditches dnr 
ing tlie critical period, tliat the water 
had been nil turned out of the cnnu 
up at tho Kings river dam, to en- 
able the bed to bo cli-aned and obstruc- 
tions removed. 


On reuchtng the "drop" ncni the 


point where too road turns off to the 
Kohler vineyard, it became evident that 
the canal people were preparing for se- 
rious business. 
The timbers in tho 


"drop" had been cleared of all obstruc- 
tions, driftwood, etc., and the banks 
strengthtned. Just above the drop the 
ditch ia 'spanned by several bridges 
midway between the Barton vineyard 
and Scandinavian colony. One of these 
bridges had been singled out aa a possi- 
ble source of danger, and nine men and 
two teams wera at work removing it.

The nearest point on Dog creek 
to Fresno is at Iten Wood worth's vine-

The chief source of apprchcn- 
lion of n flood was from Dog creek and 
Ited [lank. At the time tlie men were 
Icmolishing the bridge the waters in 
Mb the streams named wore rising 
rapidly, with every probability of get- 
ting into Mill ditch during the night.
